School Boundary 
Vote Is Awaited 







Result Concerns 
Upland, Ontario 
School Limits 


Two voting places will he 
maintained for the school bound- 
ary change election Jan. 13, ac- 
cording to reports yesterday from 
the office of County School Su- 
perintendent C. Burton Thrall. 

Purpose of the special vote is 
to give residents now in the On- 
tario school district who reside 
north of the San Bernardino free- 
way an opportunity to vote on 
the question of seceding from 
Ontario and becoming a part of 
the Upland school district. 

One voting place will be in the 
residence of Walter Allen, 279 
S. Euclid Ave., for all persons 
on the west side of the area. The 
toy M. Sachs residence at 217 
5S. Second Ave., will be another 
voting place to serve voters on 
the east side of the district. Euc- 
lid Ave. is the dividing line for 
the two voting places. 

At present, the Ontario school 
district extends north to the San- 
ta Fe right-of-way. This special 
election is only for the residents 
in the area concerned with se- 
cession and annexation. 

On Nov. 1 a petition was filed 
in the courthouse by persons 
seeking to get the school district 
boundary ehanged. Later the 
county board of supervisors au- 
thorized the calling of a special 
election and the Jan. 13 date was 
set. 

With the voting places estab- 
lished, all interested persons are 
awaiting the opportunity to ballot 
on the controversial question. A 
majority will decide the issue. 

If the school boundary change 
‘s approved, the Upland school 
district will be extended south to 
the freeway as of July 1, 1956. 
It will be up to the Upland school 
district then to handle approx- 
imately 500 children who are now 
attending the Ontario schools. 

Dissatisfaction arose over the 
school situation due to the oc- 
casional transfer of pupils from 
me Ontario school to another. 
It is the hope of advocates of 
the plan that eventually, the Up- 
land school district will build a 
school house in the new area,

The two rail companies also 
waived any right to escape tax- 
ation of their operating rights- 
of-way, should the court ultimate- 
ly decide the property was im- 
properly included in the water 
district.
